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Going All Out in the

WASHINGTON, June 12. For 

the second time in a few months, 
the Kennedy Administration has 
evaluated the policy which engnges| 
il in & popularity contest with the 
Soviet Union in Asia and Afren as 
paramount, and therefore required 
this Government to vote for twa 
{fundamentally defective motions in 
jthe United Nations, The avowed 
Purpose of both texts was the ex- 
pellent one of "amelioraling the 
disabilities of the African peoples 
of Angola” under Portuguese colo- 
nial rule and advancing them to In- 
dependence. But the principle em- 
bodied in the first resolution was 
totally irresponsible and an incite- 
ment of more violence. And the 
second resolution was a form ofi 
lynch law. 

In each instance the Administra- 
tion had two choices, One was to 
support a substitute resolution in 
which the asserted excellent pur- 
pose of the original was preserved’ 
and the grave defects eliminated, 
and then abstain from voting if the, 
substitute was rejected. The olher| 
was to try privately to make the 
original text acceptable, and, if un- 
sucecsaful, to vote for it,

The attacks came in the northeast corner of Angola in an area 
that could be reached from the Congo. The fighting never spread 
beyond this area. 


After seven months, Portugal was able to announce that all 
villages, hamlets and administrative posts had been retaken by early 
October, Rehabilitation is under way as natives who fled the terror- 
ism are reappearing at the larger communities to put themselves under 
the protection of the Portuguese army. 


The terrorists had killed many in an attempt to frighten them 
into joining the Bakongos who were leading the revolt. 


The attacks began simultaneously early on the morning of Mareh 15 
over a 400 mile front. On that same day, a resolution introduced by 
Liberia was being debated in the United Nations Security Council, 
which had been asked to investigate conditions in Angola, 


The United States, reversing its position under previous admin- 
istrations, voted with Soviet Russia to support the inquiry. The 
resolution failed, however, because the other Western Nations in the 
Security Council refused to join with Russia in attacking a NATO ally. 


On two succeeding resolutions in the UN, the United States 
delegate voted with Russia against Portugal. There was the resolution 
of April 20, 1961, which set up the sub~committee under the sponsor- 
shiv of the Afro-Asian nations and the Soviet bloc. Then there was 
the resolution of June 9, 1961, which resolution, Arthur Krock, dis- 
tinguished columnist for the NEW YORK TIMES, called a "form of lynch 
law.

Verdict Without Trial 


Tue extraordinary fact about the 
Jugg.g resolution was its conspicu- 
oug@Mailure to summon the other 
party to the violence—the supposed 
Angolan nationalists—likewise to 
desist. The oversight was especially 
remarkable because they, not the 
Portuguese, had initiated the con- 
flict. Furthermore, a U.N. sub- 
committee, set up to investigate 
conditions in Angola, had not yet 
reported, The censure of Portugal, 
therefore, amounted to a verdict of 
guilty, without trial —what the usu- 
ally restrained Washington colum- 
nist of the New York Times, Arthur 
Krock, called “2 form of lynch law.” 

What might have been a calming 
U.N. move for peace was thus trans- 
formed into a one-sided condemna- 
tion of Portugal and, by inference, 
approval of the savage anti-Portu- 
guese violence. In effect, the victim 
Wassbeing: reproved for defending 
itselnd asked to cease interfering 
withe terror directed against its 
citizens and their property. 

That Soviet Russia should have 
led the lynching bee is understand- 
able. Communism has a stake in 
African chaos. Moreover, no one 
doubts that communists have played 


a role in fomenting and feeding the 
Angolan violence; only the extent of 
their involvemént can still be ar- 
gued. But that the United States 
followed the Soviet lead defies ordi- 
nary understanding. It can be re- 
garded only as a thoughtless reflex 
action, conditioned by eagerness to 
prove that America is as “anticolo- 
nial” as the next nation. The pur- 
pose, our spokesmen explain, was to 
improve the image of America 
among “emerging nations” and win 
their friendship. 

Washington cannot even pretend 
that it has put principle above expe- 
diency; its actions have been too 
transparently bids for Afro-Asian 
popularity. A prominent American 
Negro journalist, George S., Schuy- 
ler, after his recent sojourn in An- 
gola, wrote: “Intelligent Africans 
see through American support of 
terrorists as a cheap and fraudulent 
action.” Having made two visits to 
Angola myself this year, I am con- 
vinced of the accuracy of Mr. Schuy- 
ler’s findings and disheartened by 
my country’s confusions on the colo- 
nial issue. 

Asan American and a Negro, my 
sympathies have always been with 
African aspirations for freedom. But 
I am increasingly appalled by the 
kind of demagoguery, largely ma- 
nipulated by Moscow and Peiping, 
that deljvers African populations to 
chaos and communism in the name 
of national sovereignty. The United 


States, in siding almost automatical- 


ly with the extremists, has made it- 
self the captive of Red propaganda. 


BEHIND THE TERROR IN AFRICAN ANGOLA S 


The Alternatives 


Wastttncton has a clear choice in 
Africa, One alternative is to promate 
the rational, stage-by-stage approach 
to freedom favored by Britain and 
France, and by mature Africans, as 
in Nigeria and the Ivory Coast. The 
other is to encourage the sudden and 
irrational imposition of self-rule 
upon unprepared peoples. This is 
favored by Sovier Russia and Red 
China. 

America has chosen the secand 
alternative. It has avoided pressing 
for liberation of captive countries 
from Soviet imperialism, while trot- 
ting behind Moscow in demands for 
instant liberation of Western hold- 
ings in Altica, Motivated by a far- 
fetched hope of removing the phony 
Mascow-made label of “American 
imperialism.” Washington has cho- 
sen to alienate its NATO allies. 
This strange policy, far from curb- 
ing communist infiltration in Africa, 
has merely speeded up the operation. 

Thus in Angola, at the price of in- 
furiating Portugal, the United States 
has bought only the despair of all 
moderate elements among the 
blacks. whites and mixed-bloads 
alike. They cannot understand why 
the great American democracy has 
aligned itself with communists, anti- 
white racists, witch doctors and the 
reversion to cannibalism. 


Communists From the Congo 


Tue Fear I found in Angola was a 
tangible thing. awiul to behold. In 
some homes of Africans | noticed a 


rifle at every door. “Protection,” | 
was told, “against our enemies from 
the Congo.” Nat “indgpendence” or 
other such moderfihotons, bur 
deep-rooted tribal (Rs were in- 
volved. Indeed, E found no trase ol 
genuine nationalist senument. 

At first. I had taken with a grun 
of salt che official claim that Angola 
was dealing with an medison, not 
the spontaneous "revoluuon” talked 
about in the U.N. But alter inter- 
viewing the victims, I ceased to 
doubt the essential truth of the 
claim. These people talked as a mar- 
ter of course of attacks “trom the 
other side of the border” —they 
knew by the attackers’ speech. There 
were local people and others, thes 
said. “What others?” I asked. “The 
white men and black men who 
taught the terrorists in the Congo,” 
was the answer, 

To what degree is it a communist 
invasion? The only doubt, ts Brit- 
ish and other research groups pur it, 
1s Whether the leaders are themselves 
communis or merely accept com- 
munist help, The baule ers of “Lu. 
mumba! Lumumbseported in 
many of the survive sexen. 
Throughout Mrica UMMUNISS 
have turned the name of the assassi- 
nated Congo leader inte their taver 
ite propaganda symbol. 

At a press conference in Leopold- 
ville, Holden Roberto. head of 
CPA. took credit tor the Angelan 
violence and boasted that unless Por- 
tugal surrendered, the terror would 
get worse. He as generalis regarded 
as procommums and dees net be th- 
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While the Security Council resolution failed to carry, 
the General Assembly, on April 20, voted, 73 to 2, for a special 
committee to investigate conditions in Angola. This resolution 
also called on Portugal to “consider urgently the introduction 
of measures and reforms in Angola." 

On this tally, only Spain and the Union of South Africa 
opposed the majority; the Portuguese UN delegate did not attend 
the session. 

On May 22, a five-man investigating group was named 
composed of Bolivia, Dahomey, Malaya, Finland and the Sudan. 

Before this subcommittee could make any move towards 
an inquiry, another resolution was introduced by Liberia in the 
Security Council. It called upon Portugal to “desist forthwith 
from repressive measures in Africa," and was approved by the 
Council. 

Once again, and for the third time, the United States 
voted with the Soviet Union against its ally Portugal. 

Obviously, the vote to condemn Portugal before there 
had been any inquiry into Angolan conditions constituted a pre- 
judgment of the case, so much so that Arthur Krock, distinguished 
columnist of The New York Times, called the resolution in article 
of June 13, 1961 "a form of lynch law." (emphasis supplied)

"By its vote on the second resolution (before

Trouble began for Portugal very early this year. On 
January 22, enemies of Dr. Antonio Salazar, Premier of Portugal, 
seized the Portuguese luxury liner Santa Maria at sea, and headed 
for Angola. Henrique Calvao, a one-time Portuguese colonial 
government inspectcr, led the mutiny. No Portuguese mainland or 
Angola support developed. Only a small faction of the Santa Maric. 
crew ~ and these partly made up of Spanish Reds, Cubans and Brazil- 
ians - joined the shipboard uprising. 
"In fact," stated the Reporter Magazine in its 
issue of April 13, 1961, "he (Galvao) didn't even 
spark much of a revolt aboard the ship itself; of 
the Santa Maria's 360 crew, only six came over to 
his side, and the six didn't include even one of 
the fourteen Negro crew members from Angola." 
The ship revolt failed, and the Santa Maria was eventu- 
ally turned over to its owners, in Brazil. 
The Santa Maria-Galvao episode focussed worid attention 
on Portugal and her provinces, which probably was the primary 


reason for the seizure in the first place, A number of liberal

familiar by the Mau Mau in Kenya, natives butchered hundreds of 
men, women and children on coffee plantations and farms in the 
area bordering on the Congo Republic in attacks beginning March 15, 
the day Adlai Stevenson voted on the side of Russia and the Afro- 
Asian bloc in the UN Security Council on a resolution calling for 
an investigation into conditions in Angola. 

The resolution failed when it did not get the support 
of other United States allies, England, France, Nationalist China, 
Chile and Ecuador, 

On two succeeding resolutions in the UN, Stevenson 
voted with Russia against Portugal, One resolution called for a 
UN committee to investigate "repressive" conditions in Angola. 

The Portuguese were understandably shocked when they 
were condemned for permitting the “repressive conditions" in the 
same resolution that established the committee to look into the 
accusations, Arthur Krock, the distinguished colunmist of the 
New York Times, described this as "a form of lynch law." 

Portuguese forces now are rapidly driving the rebels 
out of the trouble area and expect to be in complete control soon,
